STATES BACK LANE PLAN. 

A. PP. NIGHTOWIRE. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Jan. 18.—Rep- 
resentatives of seven Western 
States, gathered in conference here 
today, gave impetus to the move- 
ment launched by Secretary of the 
Interior Lane for settlement of s!- 
diers and sallors on public lands, 
particularly in the West. 

Contemplating the probable ex- 
penditure of hundreds of millions 
of dollars, the deliberations wf the 
conference were extended over to 
tomorrow, when the full scope of 
the matter became evident. A com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare 
resolutions indicating to what ex- 
tent the Western States represented 
were behind the Interior Depart- 
ment movement 

The committee was requested to 
Include tn ite report a section favor- 
ing action by al! sitting legislatures 
in consonance with a tentative draft 
of a law for co-operation between 
the State and the Federal govern- 
ments, providing means for settic- 
ment of soldiers and sailors on pul- 
lic lends and the creation of set- 
tlement funds bw all States. 

Former Gov. Sprv of Utah was 
elected permanent chairman of the 
conference. 

The Committee on Resolutions tn- 
cludes: Judge Otis J. Baum, Ari- 
zona: Francie Cuttle, California: E. 
W. Griffith, Nevada. George Albert 
Smith, president of the National Ir- 
rigation Congress, was made a mem- 
ber of the committee as a courtesy 
to that organization. 

States represented at the confer- 
ence are: Nevada, Wvroming,. Calli- 
fornia, Arizona, Colorado, New Mex- 
jco and Utah. Arizona's delecation 
consists of F. 8. Selew and Joseph 
R. Baum: California, J. Nicker- 
son, A. E. Chandler and Francie 
Cuttie; Nevada, Seymour Case and 
E. W. Griffith. 

LAND BILL UP TOMORROW. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—A meas- 
ure to provide land for the return- 
ing soldiers and sailors wil! be in- 
troduced Monday at the resumption 
of the seasions of the Forty-third 


California Legislature. It will be in 
the form of a bill to provide for the 
extension of the State's land settle- 
ment plan and to provide for Fed- 
eral co-operation. Senator Breed 
will introduce the bill, according to 
Prof. Mead, head of the 
Land Settlement Roard. 

Provision will be made to give 
preference to the soldier and satlor 
In consideration of applications for 
farms in the various tracts which 
it i# proposed to develop. 

An appropriation of $1,900,040 
for the purchase, subdivision and 
development of new tracte will be 
asked. The bill also may include a 
proposal to issue 19,900,000 in 
bonds to finance thé operation of 
the board. The financial methods 
adopted in the handling of the proj- 
ect would make provision for the 
interest and principal on these 
bonds, according to Mead, and no 
general tax levy would be neces- 
sary. 

The method of Federal co-opera- 
tion would be through provision to 
have the Federal government de- 
velop a tract of between 200,000 and 
399,000 acres of government land itn 
the Imperial Valley on a plan sim- 
lar to that being purswed by the 
State. 

Under the present plan of the 
State the land is prepared for tmme- 
diate cultivation, houses and 
buildings are constructed and the 
farms are sold to settiers on a basis 
of a cash payment of 10 per cent. 
of the principal and the balance in 
payments over a period of twenty 
years at a low rate of interest. 
The measure was discusred at a 
conference of Prof. Mead and other 
State official« with Gov. Stephens, at 
which the Governor was represented 
as urging immediate action.

There 
would come a peasant uprising along 
the Vologda-Perm ratlroad, where 
the Bolsheviki are trying to take 
grain from the farmers. 

“Tf given the proper help a wave 
of determination will epread over 
Russia. linking the elements and 
Alstricts againet terroriem and break 
it down. Let the Allies send several 
hundred thousand men-—say, 500,000 
all told—to different parts of Russia 
and we will be able to reform our 
own armies. 

“Immediately when the present 
government its crushed me can call 
a constitutional assembly and decide 
exactiy what form of government 
for the new Russi to take.” 

This ia the opinion of the big 
anti-Rolshevik!, from a man who is 
a valiant revolutionist. The Arch- 
ange! district is under the protection 
of the Allies and the facts are un- 
disputed that there has been Iittle 
enthusiasm among the Russians to 
enlist and fight the Rolshevik armies. 


DRAFTING AN ARMY. 


Today, among the 690,000 popu- 
lation, there are les« than 2000 ac- 
tual volunteers. When the Allies 
first came. in August, the Slav- 
British legion was formed with the 
idea of making an international 
fighting force. But there were so 
few enlistments among the Russians 
that early in September it was de- 
cided to form a draft Russian army. 
This is going on siowly. There 
has been some trouble among the 
mobilized troops. The formine of 
volunteer peasant bodies has been 
more successful. The groups of 
fighting volunteers have organized 
in villages near the front and have 
done good work, but comparatively 
they have been very few in numbers. 
It has been hard to recognize that 
Russia has suffered terribly from 
the great war and the people are 
war-weary. 

“But it is thelr country and their 
our soldiers insist. 

There are varving reports regard- 
fag the actual size of the Rolshevik 
forces faeing the Allied troops. The 
Archangel district probably has 
39.900. Altogether, the Bolshevik 
army probably is between 500.000 
to 750.000 men. A considerable pm- 
portion were drafted, but the larger 
number are volunteers. 

The best fighters are from the 
Baltic province below Petrograd. 
The most part of the Bolshevik 
armies are promoted noncommis- 
sioned officers and former officers of 
the old army, but the high com- 
manders have Bolshevik commia- 
saries who check everything. There 
are a number of desertions, partic- 
ularly among the officers of the old 
army. 

The troops are well fed and are 
receiving two pounds of flour and 
fish rations daily. While the popu- 
lation of Central Russia is virtually 
starving, the army gets good food. 
At present, despite the lack of food, 
the general discontent In the RBol- 
shevik army is said to be stronger 
than ever. 

Ex-prisoners of war passing through 
the central government on their way 
home from German and Austrian 
prison camps are offered high wages 
of $50 a month and bonuses to en- 
list If they decline they are per- 
mitted to go through the lines and 
large numbers are constantly sifting 
through and returning to their na- 
tive villages. Many have been wa)lk- 
ing for three months through the 
cold. They tell stories of desperate 
food conditions in the central dis- 
tricts, but say tltey are treated fairly 


by the Bolsheviki.

BARRAGE OF FLOWERS 
WELCOMES GRIZZLIES. 


AT SAN FRANCISCO TO BE 
DEMOBILIZED. 


(BY A FP. DAY WIRE) 

BAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 16.—Bar- 
rages of roses and carnations greet- 
ed the One Hundred and Forty- 
fourth Field Artillery, the “Gris- 
slies," as they marched up Market 
street today returning to their homes 
from France. Thousands of people 
lined the sidewalks greeting the sol- 
diers as they moved toward the 
Presidio, where they will be demo- 
bilized. 


On arrival at the Ferry Building 


from Oakland, the soldiers each re- 
ceived a carnation and were wel- 
comed by Mayor Rolph and a com- 
mittee of 150.

Canteens Operaied at Loss, is 
Chairman’s Report. 


Articles Distributed Free are 
Valued at $1,400,000. 


Paris Secretary in Statement 
Uphelds Organization. 


(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH} 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The ex- 
tent of the free distribution of can- 
teen supplies by the Y¥.M.C.A. is dis- 
closed in a statement given out by 
William Sloane Coffin, chairman 0 
the National War Work . Council, 
based upon a cable message from 
E. C. Carter, chief secretary of the 
orggnization in Paris. Mr. Coffin 
said that the Y.M.C.A. had distribut- 
ed free to soldiers canteen supplies 
to the value of $1,400,000. Besides 
this, the loss on operation of post 
exchanges overseas, exclusive of sol- 
diers’ stores in Great Britain, 
amounted to $332,181. This total, 


he explained, does not include the 
post exchange deficit for November 
and December. The figures do not 
show all the organization's free serv- 
ice, but, he said, they are an em- 
phatic answer to the charge that the 
Y.M.C.A. has been profiteering. 

“The loss of $322,181 on canteen 
service up to October 31, 191%, dbes 
not take into account the. vast cost 
of operating post exchanges,” he 
sald. “Every business man knows 
how his expenses are increased by 
the items of rent and clerk hire. 
These items have been vontributed 
by the ‘Y’ to the eo of 1500 
post exchanges as a of its pro- 
gramme of war service. In other 
words, entirely aside from the cost 
of operations, the Y.M.C.A. conduct- 
ed its canteen service at an actual 
logs in spite of the fact that our 
arrangement with the army provided 
that this servica,ghould be conduct- 
ed on a cost basi The army has 
always made it plain to us that it 
preferred to have canteen servic® 
run on a cost basis, as it atd not 
wish to have the soldier fee, that 
he was being pauperized.” 

FREE DISTRIBUTION. 

erring again to the free dis- 
tribution of canteen suppiies by the 
“Y,” Mr. Carter states tnat his fig- 
ures are “unaoudtedly substantially 
below actual distripution.” His to- 
tais include onty the giving away of 
sweets and smoxes'and hot drinks 
to men in the trenches, to priscmers 
of war returning trom Germany and 
to soldiers who had not veen paid 
for some time and were without 
money. 

By actual figures he shows that 
the total value of supplies distribut- 
ed free up to October 31 by the “Y” 
was $532,110. His November esti- 
mate is $18¢,486. To this combined 
total will be adG@ed the very large 
expense entailed oy the elaborate 
Y.M.C.A. Christmas programme. The 
War Work Council autnorized the 
distribution to every fighting man 
overseas of a gift that included two 
packages of cigarettes, a can of to- 

& package of gum, five Christ- 
Mas cards and a bag of candy. Con- 
sultation of latest price iiste from 
overseas shows that these gifts 
could not have been assembled at a 
cost of less than 306 ts a man, or 
$600,000. Transpértation difficulties 
in spots delayed, but did riot pre- 
vent, the achievement of this pro- 
gsTamme. The grand total is ob- 
tained by estimating the December 
free distribution at $100,000 execlu- 
sive of the cost of Christmas. gifts. 

As iliustrating the extent? of the 
Y.M.C.A. free service, Mr. Coffin 
mpetioned the free use of athietic 
supplies, valued at $829,499: the 
providing of amusements, and the 
stationery upon which miluons of 
letters have been written home. The 
soldiers in the home camps wrote 
14,089,305 letters on red triangle sta- 
tlonery in November alone. Some 
time ago the War Work Council ap- 
propriated $1,600,000 for stationery, 
estimating that the supply would 
iast six monthd. 

“There are vers few branches of 

the Y,M.C.A. war service programme 
which are not free to soldiers and 
saflors,” said Mr. Coffin. “In every 
one of those few branches where 
some charge is made the Y.M.C.A. is 
operating’ at a loss."* 
At the annual dinner of the West 
Side Y.M.C.A. a. the Yale Club, Mr. 
Coffin supPlemented this staterhent 
and dévoted the greater part of his 
address to a defense of the organ- 
ization. He refe to recent ar« 
ticles on the attitu@e of the men in 
France toward the Y.M.C.A. and de- 
clared that criticisms almed against 
the organization were often untrue 
in detail and generally unfair by in- 
ference. Reciting @he programme of 
the Y.M.C.A. among the soldiers, Mr. 
Coffin said: 

“When you think of the enor- 
mouysness of the Y.M.C.A. pro- 
gra ®, you gasp at its audacity. 
for ites errors, and thank God 
it has made 60 per cent. good.”’

LONTQON, Jan. 18.—Foreign Min- 
ister Litvinoff of the Russian Bol- 
shevik government has made several 
proposals on behalf of the soviet 
regime, through the medium of 8 
Triendly emissary, for the opening 
of peace negotiations with the En- 
tente, according to the Evening 
Standard today. None of these 
propositions has been substantial 
enough to receive serious considera- 
tion either in Paris or London. 

The main contentions of the Bol- 
sheviki are thet their regime be 
maintained intact, with amnesty for 
all crimes committed in their name, 
and that their co on of prop- 
erty and money recognized as 
lawfully-enacted m res.

She said that these were 
discharged employees of the 
institution in most cases. Mrs. 
Weymann insisted that these wit- 
nesses had an animus against the 
school and were willing to testify 
because were disgruntled. She 
presented ,affidavitse without names. 
showing that some of the matrons 
who had left had not been loyal to 
the policy of the school. She had 
vead into the record letters show- 
ing that many cases which came to 
the school sho really have been 
hospital cases.

SOUTH WILL GET 


MORE SENATORS 


Los Angeles to Benefit from 
New Apportionment. 


Increase Expected in Number 


of Assemblymen, 


Northern California’s Major- 
ity to be Reduced. ~ 


BY HORACE W. KARR. 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—When 
the new apportionment of Senators 
and Assemblymen is made at the 
forty-fourth session of the Legisia- 
ture, Southern California will bene- 
fit more than any other section of 
the State, according to estimates 
made today by Secretary of State 
Jordan. Instead of only twenty- 
three Assemblymen, the seven south- 
ern counties will have thirty-two, 
and the number of Senators will be 
increased from eleven to fifteen, or 
possibly sixteen. The apportion- 
ment will be based upon the census 
for 1920, which it ts estimated will 
show a total population in Califor- 
nia of 3,600.000 and in the seven 
southern counties of 1,250,000. Of 
course, the biggest increase in the 
south will be in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, which ten years ago had a popu- 
lation of 604,131. Next year the 
Population in Los Angeles county 
will be nearer $00,000. 

There are eighty Assemblymen 
and forty Senators, and upon a basis 
of a total population of 3,500,000, 
the new apportionment for Assem- 
blymen will be one for each 40,000 
population and for Senators one for 
each 80,000 population. 

LOS ANGELES BENEFITS. 

There are now fifteen Assem)bly- 
men in Los Angeles county and the 
new apportionment should give us 
about twenty Assemblymen. There 
are now seven Senators in the 
county, and in the event the popu- 
lation jumps to 800,000 there will 
be ten Senators. 

It will be hard for the northern 
counties, who have had an over- 


whelming majority in both houses, 
to give the south the added strength 


which the new apportionment as- 


sures, That an attempt will be 
made to hold off the apportionment 
as long as possible is mere than 
probable. The law says that the 
apportionment must be based upon 
the Federal census, which is taken 
every ten years. It does not make 
it mandatory, however, that the ap-

SEA STORMS HOLD UP 
LINER WITH TROOPS. 


ROCHAMBEAU REPORTED 
HEADED FOR HALIFAX; 
FOUR ARRIVE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

HALIFAX (N. 8.) Jan. 18.—The 
French liner Rochambeau, which 
left Bordeaux, January 8, with 883 
American soldiers on board and 
which was reported at Hoboken to- 
day to have put in to Halifax on 
account of bad weather and poor 
fuel, had not arrived here up to 6 


o'clock tonight. No word had 
been received here from the 
steamer. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18. — Coast 


artillerymen from Connecticut and 
scattered States and aero construc- 
tion troops from Pennsylvania, lowa 
and Oklahema who reached port 
today on the armored cruiser South 
Dakota went through a storm two 
days out from Brest described by 
naval officers on the warship as one 
of the most tempestuous they had 
ever experienced. 

Mountainous waves buffeted the 
vessel and one demolished the pilot 
house, injuring Capt. Luby, Com- 
mander Caldwell and a number of 
officers and sailors on duty. Com- 
mander Caldwell was disabled for a 
week and his companions were badly 
out and bruised. 

In the midst of the storm, with 
waves at times running forty feet 
high, two army surgeons performed 
an operation for appendicitis upon 
a soldier aboard the South Dakota. 

When the condition of Corp. E. O. 
Williams of the Fifty-sixth Coast 
Artillery was pronounced dancerous 
the war vessel lay to in order to 
facilitate the operation. Lashed to 
the tale, the surgeons accom- 
plished their delicate task between 
lurches of the ship, and today the 
artilleryman was removed to a hos- 
pital on the way to recovery. . 

Troops aboard the President 
Grant, which also arrived today, 
included the headquarters com- 
pany of the Eighth «Field Artil- 
lery Brigade, two officers and forty- 
one men and the following field 
artillery regiments: Second, thirty- 
two officers, 1434 men; Eighty-first 
complete: Eighty-third, twenty- 
three officers, 1371 men; Co. H, 
Three Hundred and Forty-seventh 
Infantry, four officers and 207 men, 
also was aboard. these troops 
are regulars. 

Aboard the President Grant also 
was the One Hundred and 
Thirteenth Trench Mortar Lattery 
consisting of nine officers and 121 
men. 

The Tnited States cruiser Mon- 
tana arrived today from EPrest, car- 
rying 71 officers and 1294 men. 
These troops comprise the Third 
Trench Mortar Battalion, 25 officers 
and 662 enlisted men: the Fourth 
Trench Mortar Battalion, 29 officers 
and 682 enlisted men, and 17 offi- 
cers from the Fifty-sixth Regiment 
of Soast Artillery.

PACKERS PLANNED TO 
CARD INDEX CONGRESS. 


HENEY TELLS OF SCHEME TO 
KEEP TAB ON EACH MEM- 
BER'S ATTITUDE, 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Francis 
J. Heney, couneel for the Federal 
Trade Commission in its meat-pack- 


ing inquiry, told the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee today of plans which: 
he said the packers had discussed ' 
for a joint office in Washington, 
with a card index on the attitude of 
Congressmen toward legislation. He 
said the sch@ne was outlined by 
John Eversman, former secretary of 
the National lLepublican Congres- 
sional Committee, and included ar- 
rangements for contributions by the 
packers for Congressional cam- 
paigns,. 

Letterheads of the Republican 
committee, Heney said, were used 
by Eversman in correspondence in 
behalf of the packers. Senator 
Gronna of North Dakota stated he 
understood Mr. Evereman had not 
been in the employ of the cemmit- 
tee for two years. 

Senator France of Maryland in- 
quired about relations between the 
packers and the Food Administra- 
tion, declaring it improper fer Food 
Administrator Hoover to “arrange 
meat prices behind closed doors” 
with the packers. 

“Do you think It was proper for 
Mr. Hoover to retain in his office 
men on the pay rolls of the pack- 
ers’” Senator Gort of Oklahoma 
asked. 

“It was absolutely improper,” re- 
plied Heney, who said he thought 
Mr. Hoover's efforts were direcred 
toward “taking care of the midJdle- 
man.” 

Senator Gore said that “with sal- 


aries of $1 a year from the govern- 


ment and $10,000 from the packers, 
there isn't much question of where 
the interest lay of men employed by 
the Food Administration." 

Senator Norris of Nebraska sald 
that he thought producers had been 
treated very unfairly by Mr. 
Hoover. 

Heney said Mr. Eversman wrote 
Vv. D. Skipworth, vice-president of 
Wilson & Co., that he had “ar- 
ranged with a representative of one 
of the largest press associations,” 
who had the privilege of the House 
floor, to get advance information on 
legisiaticn. Heney said the letter 
did not state what press association 
was meant and that he did not know 
ita identity. 


Alleged practices of the packers tn 
boycotting railroads were described | 
by Heney, who said abandonment of 
the M. K.&T. stock yards at Fort 
Worth, which competed with Swift 
& Co.'s yard, resulted from an agree- 
ment of the packing concern to route 
a certain percentage of its business 
over the M. K. & T. lines. , 

Asked by Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska if this was not “a clear vio- 
lation of the anti-trust law,” Heney 
replied that “if not of the anti-trust 
law at least of the Clayton act.” He 
added that the matter had been | 
placed before the Department of Jus- | 


ce, 

After today’s hearing, Mr. Evers-' 
man said when the charge that he 
had arranged with an employee of 
& press association to get ‘informa-' 
tion on legislation first was made a 
year ago, he wrote to the chairman 
of the standing committee of cor- 
respondents at the capital, explain- . 
ing he had asked his cousin, a young 
reporter, to give him the numbers 
and titles of bille pertaining to food 
after they had been introduced. He 
sald he.was told a mountain was be- 
ing made of a molehill. The re- 
porter in question was Willis J. 
O’Brien, who at that time and for 
a short time afterwards, was em- 
ployed by the United Press Associa- 
tion. 

Everett Brown, president of the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange, teati- 
fying before the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee today, said 
that government operation of stock 
yards would result in the packers 
buying direct from the producers, 
and that they would  appor- 
tion districts among themselves, 
and the chances were that only buy- 
er would go to each.

Mr. Newlin is now a major 
of the American Red Cross, and is 
deputy commissioner of that society 
to France. He is also chairman for 
the Paris zone of the American Red 


Cross. 

no more graphic descrip- 
tien of the wanton devastation 
wrought by the Huns in France has 
been given than is contained in one 
of these letters of Mr. Newlin. Ex- 
cerpts telling of a visit to the fa- 
mous cathedral city of Rheims in 
latter November are as follows: 

“The scene in Rheims is sad al- 
most yond description. Rheims 
was, the war, a city of 100,- 
000 inhabitants” It is now abso- 
lutely and totally destroyed. There 
is not in it a single building that is 
habitable, and all of the civilian 
population have vacated. . 

“Of course, naturally, our main 
objective was the cathedral. The 
beauty and texture of the cathedral 
hag not been, try as the Huns would, 
Gestroyed.

“What France will do with re- 
gard to the repair of this cathedra) 
I do not know. It can be repaired 
so that it will be kept intact, but it 
seems to me that it should be kept 
always, #0 far as the outside is con- 
cerned, in its present condition, be- 
cause it shows in full the beauty 
there once was; it shows the beau- 
ty that still exists and shows more 
than all the destruction of that beau- 
ty, and it should be kept as a per- 
petual monument to German devas- 
tation and to German destruction. so 
that for all time all people may 
know what was attempted to be done 
and what was done by a people who 
believed only in might and whose 
sole creed was cruelty, and that it 
may thereby be forcibly a lesson for 
all time to all peoples who are in- 
clined to readopt this creed, of its 
futility. 

After leaving Rheims, we went 
along the Chemin des Dames and 
drove for a couple of hours through 
a section that has been a battlefield 
for four years. The country is ab- 
solutely pock-marked with shell 
holes. Piles of ammunition le in 
all directions, French in some in- 
stances, German in others. There is 
not a town left as far as one can 
see. There is not a tree left that 
is not scarred and dismembered. 
There is not a field that could be 
cultivated. There is not an acre 
that does not show the effect of bat- 
tle. There is not a half-mile in 
which theré is not at least one, and 
often many crosses, some of them 
equare, with German script showing 
the burial place of the Huns: others 
bearing the tricolor showing -the 
resting place of the defenders of 
France, and others, far fewer in 
number, with the red, white and 
blue of our own country’s marking.

UR DUTY TO OUR SOLDIERS. 

Every transport sailing westward across 
the Atlantic, every transcontinental train 
leaving New York is carrying “back home” 
some of the gallant men who have written 
the words liberty and justice in letters of 
flame and blood upon the map of Europe. 
These soldiers have done their part valor- 
ously; they have left behind them a 
and a fame that will live long after the 
monuments of granite and marble, raised 
in ‘their honor, have crumbled into dust. 

From the great mobilization camps in 
this country other thousands of men are 
returning to the home life that was interrupt- 
ed when they were called to the colors. That 
they were not called for service overseas is 
the tragedy of their lives. From the day of 
enlistment they have done a soldier's part. 
The rest was in the hands of destiny. For 
the soldier does not choose where he shall 
serve or what service he shall perform. 
Whether he should be sent to drifi colored 
recruits in a southern mobilization camp or 
whether he should embark with an early 
unit for service in the front-line trenches 
in France or Siberia was wholly beyond his 
control. Every man wearing the army 
brown or the navy blue, who did his part, 
irrespective of the branch of the service 
or the duty to which he wag assigned, de- 
serves nothing less than the best. 

They have done their part, the boys in 
brown and the boys in blue; and the time 
hag now come when their country must 
give them their reward. Are we who re- 
mained at home discharging our duty to- 
wards them with the same degree of pa- 
triotic loyalty and unselfishness that they 
have displayed towards us? 

Unfortunately there are reports of ineffi- 
ciency and neglect in connection with the 
demobilization of troops, the care of the 
wounded during their transportation to 
their homes, the preparation of casualty 
lists, the securing of prompt and suitable 
employment for those who have received 
their discharge and in feeding those still 
held in mobilization ps, which seem to 
indicate & desire in quarters to get 
the soldiers and sailors out of sight and 
out of memory as quickly as possible. 

Speaking ,in the United States Senate, 
Senator Chamberlain of the Committee on 
Military Affairs said: “It the War Depart- 
ment would pay one-half the attention to 
preparing to receive these boys that it Is 
giving to getting legislation through to pro- 
tect contractors who have made contracts 
in violation of the law it would not take 
long to get something done.” This criticism 
is not partisan in its nature. The words 
are those of an eminent Democrat referring 
to a Democratic administration. The stric- 
tures which he voiced are but the echoes 
of those of soldiers and sailors returning 


both from mobilization camps at home and. 


from overseas. The demobilization machin- 
ery ig not running smoé@thly; by reason of 
administrative errors thousands of men are 
still in the service that should have been 
released last year. 

Take the example of Los Angeles alone. 
There are scores of limited service men 
from this city still in mobilization camps 
where they simply occupy space that should 
be filled. by men returned from overseas 
in the process of demobilization. These 
men are retained in the military service 
where they are only an expense to the gov- 
ernment, and they are kept from that civil- 
ian service which they formerly performed 
and in which they are needed now. Their 
families suffer; their business suffers; and 
the only ones to benefit are the contractors 
whe were overstocked when the armistice 
was declared. To refer to the delayed 
casualty lists is fruitless now except to 
point a moral. The anguish occasioned in 
thousands of American homes by inefficient 
administrative service is unpardonable. It 
will be forgotten only when the generation 
upon which it was inflicted has passed into 
history. But are we prepared to do better 
in the future? 

In our own city at the present time are 
scores of discharged soldiers looking for 
work. They are applying to the Federal 
Employment Baseau, to the Y.M.C.A., to 


drift to the Red Cross stations where 
they ask only shelter for the night 
and sufficient food to enable them 
to pursue their quest for employ- 
ment on the following day. These- 


discharged soldiers deserve nothing . 
less than the best; they have earned 


the right to the most handsome, the 
most considerate, the most painstak- 
ing treatment that it is in our power 
to bestow. Are we safeguarding 
their interests as surely and effi- 
ciently as they protected the inter- 
est of all free peoples on the banks 
of the Marne, at Chateau Thierry 
and in the Argonne forest? Our 
gratitude should be measured by the 
servéce they have rendered. When 


the hour of destiny struck they stood : 


alert and vigilant on the firing line; 
are we displaying equal vigilance in 
our service to them? As long as 
that question cannot be answered 
unreservedly in the affirmative we 
have not yet done our part.

A 
heavy padded suit has been evolved 
which keeps the wearer snug and 
warm in the coldest weather, yet 
permits complete freedom of move- 
ment of the body. Both shirt and 
trousers are padded, but fit snugly 
to the body, the sleeves are of gener- 
ous length to protect the wrists, 
and the collar is very wide and ar- 
‘ranged to fold up closely about the 
ears and back of the head. The 
trousers fit closely around the an- 
kles. The material of the suit is 
in three plies, an outer cover of one- 
ply olive drab, closely woven cotton 
drill; one-ply of cotton lap padding, 
approximately six ounces, 20 per 
cent. wool, and a lining of one-ply 
cotton drill.—[{Washington Corre- 
spondent, Milwaukee Journal.

That the immediate food needs of 
stricken Europe may be largely sup- 
plied by California, was the state- 
ment made yesterday following a 
survey completed by the agricultural 
department of the Chamber of 
Commerce. This shows there is a 
surplus of more than 73,000,000 
bushels of barley, rice and beans 
available in the State for shipment 
abroad. Part of this enormous ex- 
cees is in warehouses, but growers 
still hold millions of bushels, it is 
said, 

This huge stock of supplies was 
accumulated as the result of war 
demands, which stimulated the pro- 
ducing of foodstuffs throughout the 
nation, added to the unprecedented 
crops of 1918.

The government estimate puts the 
outstanding bean crop at 10,000,000 
bushels, of which 7,245,060 bushels 
are in the hands of the growers 
the State. 

It is expected that whatever re- 
maine of the bariey surplus after all 
shipments abroad have been made, 
will] be used as a finishing food for 
cattle. Previously it has been the 
custom to send many of the Cali- 
farnia cattle. of which there are 
approximately 600,000 head in the 
State, to other States for the final 
process of bringing them up to mar- 
ket standard. If present plans ma- 
terialize, the surplus of barley will 
be used and the cattle kept at home 
during the fattening period.

WILL GIVE BOYS 
JOBS ON FARMS. 


for Coming Summer. 


Age to be Enrolled. 


Educational’ Classes Have 
Proven Popular. 


More than 1000 boys of the “teen” 
age will be enrolled in farm labor 
camps in California during the com- 
ing summer, if plans now being 
formed by W. D. McRae, county 


of work director of the State Young 


Men's Christian Association, are car- 
ried out. It is expected that the 
twenty-two camps promoted during 
1918 will be revived, and that new 
ones will be added to the list. The 
number of boys enrolled last year 
was 875. 


Already Mr. McRae is in touch 
with State officials, who are work- 
ing to provide boys*of 16 years and 
upward with good jobs on farms 
and ranches for the summer. 

In a report compiled by various 
camp directors for the State Execu- 
tive Committee of the Y.M.C.A., it 
is shown that Santa Clara county 
held four camps, with 369 boys, un- 
der supervision of the Oakland Y.M. 
C.A. In Sonoma county three camps 
were held, with 195 boys from San 
Francisco. The Sacramento Y.M.C.A. 
promoted ten camps during the 
summer. Other cities taking part in 
the programme were Long Beach 
and Marysville. Fresno and Tulare 
counties also conducted boys’ camps. 
In some cases exceptional boys 
earned from $4 to $9 a day during 
regular working hours; an average 
earning of from $1.50 to $2.50 was 
maintained throughout the State, 
and usually the boys paid $1 a day 
for their board. 

Nearly 5000 California men and 
boys attended educational classes of 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion in sixteen dities and eleven or- 
ganized counties during 1918, ac- 
cording to an annual report just is- 
sued by the Y.M.C.A. State Pxecu- 
tive Committee. The exact figures 
include 4005 men and 656 boys. 
To do this work the Y.M.C.A.’s of 
California have employed scores of 
teachers and conducted hundreds of 
day and night classes and educa- 
tional clubs and lectures. Nearly 
500 boys were enrolled in education- 
al clubs organized under the direc- 
tion of the various county Y.M.C.A.’s. 
In the rural work of the State com- 
mittee, 266 young men and boys in 
nine communities participated in 
educational trips, and more than 220 
young people were enrolled ifn agri- 
cultural contests under Y.M.C.A. 
auspices.

TELIS OF WONDERFUL WORK 
IN PRANCE—YANKS IN GA- 
RIBALDI REGIMENT. 


Private Clarence R. Corbin writes 
from France to his brother and sis- 
ter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 8. 
Corbin of No, 363 Sixteenth street, 
Angeles Harbor, that the people 
at home should not forget the serv- 
ice rendered behind the fighting 
lines by the doctors and Red Cross 
nurses. After telling of how the 
women nurses, after working from 
nine to fourteen hours, even help- 
ing to “dig in,” a tent operating- 
room, went out to help the soldiers 
give decent burial to dead Germans, 
Private Corbin writes: “Don't yon 
know that it is a great thing to 
think that we as a nation sprang 
from such women as these!” 

Private Corbin tells of the march- 
ing past of the famous Garibaldi 
regiment of Italian volunteers with 
the French army, and how many of 
the Italians shouted to the Ameri- 
can troops, “Meet you soon at Forty- 
second an@ Broadway,” or “This 
beats digging the subway,” showing 
that they had gone from the United 
States to Italy to fight for freedom.

Corp. Himer G. Sigler writes his 
father, J. G. Sigier, of No. 214 
North Beacon avenue, that “nothing 
In my life has given me such won- 
derful joy as the termination of this 
war.

Thousands 
of ovr men were on the firing line, 
and they put the fear of God in 
the Huns out there.

ANGELENO’S DEATH IN 
FRANCE CONFIRMED. 


LIEUT. THOMAS A. SUC- 
CUMBED TO WOUNDS IN 
GERMAN HOSPITAD. 


Conffmpation of the death in 
France ef Lieut. Thomas A. Gabel 
of the Forty-ninth Aero Squadfon, 
Signal] Corps, formerly an official of 
the Los Angeles branch of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, was 
received by his father, T. R. Gabel, 
formerly general manager of the Los 
Angeles Pacific Railway, yesterday. 
Lieut. Gabel, who wag 27 years 
old, was a pilot In the squadron and 
was shot down while on a scouting 
trip back of the German lines on 
September 29. He was captured, 
severely wounded, and died in «a 
prison hospital on Novem- 
r 14, 

The young pilot was well known 
heree He was a graduate of the 
Culver Military Academy at Culver, 
Ind., and a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of California, having complet- 
ed his education there in 1916. Pop- 
vlar in Los Angeles and Southern 
California, he was admired by his 
fellow-officers in France. Shortly 
after his capture, Lieut. Manning. 
one of his fellow-flyers, wrote to his 
family: “Lieut. Gabel was a won- 
derful flyer, very skillful, having had 
much experience. He was one of 
the most remarkable and unusual 
men I have ever met. He was a 
mountain of energy and of great 
executive ability, supremely brave 
and daring.”

GETS SERVICE REWARD 


RED CROSS RECOGNIZES WORK 
DONE IN AMERICA’S NORTH- 
ERMOST HOSPITAL. 


[A. P. CORRESPONDENCE] 

CORDOVA (Alaska) Dec. 1.—For 
her work in St. Stephens Hospital of 
far-away Fort Yukon, Alaska, said 
to be the most northerly hospital in 
North America, Miss Margaret Nun- 
vialll, the one remaining gtaduate 
nurse of the institution, has been 


awarded a “special service chevron” 
by the American Red Crone. 

The hospital, an English church 
institution located ten miles inside 
the Arctic Circle on the Yukon Flats, 
is the only place where medical as- 
sistance can , de obtained in some- 
thing like 50,000 square miles, said 
Archdeacon Hudson Stuck in writing 
to the Red Cross requesting that the 
chevron be sent Miss Nunvialli. 

“The nearest physician up the 
Yukon is at Dawson, 350 miles away, 
and the nearest down the river is at 
the army post at Fort Gi hbon, 350 
miles distant.” Archdeacon Stuck 
said. “And in all this wide hinter- 
land there is no physician.” 
~ For a time last summer Miss Nun- 
vialli thought of going outside to 
join the Red Cross workers behind 
the American battle lines. She was 
prevailed upon by the hospital and 
church authorities to remain at her 
northern post and continue her mis- 
sionary and nurse work among the 
great number of Alaskan Indians 
cared for by the hospital.

Quarantine Inspector Goes to Hos- 
pital—New Cases Decreasc. 


M. W. Kimmick, chief quarantine 
ineapector for the Health Depart- 
ment, was the first patient admitted 
to the city quarantine hospital when 
it was opened, yesterday. He has a 
typical case of influenza. 

Five hundred and four new cases 
of influenza, and twenty-one deaths 
were reported yesterday, compared 
to 5627 new cases and thirty-two 
deaths the day before. The total 
of new cases reported last week was 
3839, an average of 647 a day, com- 
pared to an average of 611 the 
previous week.

AMERICAN OFFICERS INVADED 
HOLLAND TO GET HERR 
HOHENZOLLERN. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, Jan. 16.--Here is «a 
story that equals the wildest d’Ar- 
tagnan exploit, with ten American 
army officers in two automobiles 
playing the part of Dumas’s swash- 
buckling hero, attempting nothing 
less than kidnaping former 
Kaiser from Amerongen. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the adventure is that the ex-Kaiser 
said he was willing to be kidnaped 
if shown a safe conduct to Ameri- 
can headquarters. 

In a small town occupied by 
Americans the New Year's celebra- 
tion continued for several days, and 


'culminated on January 4, in a satis- 
ifying dinner of young officers, all

‘fore the dinner ended the daring 
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men pledged their willingness to 
risk court-martial for the sake of 
“pulling the biggest stunt since 
Noah built the ark.”

the party to Amerongen Castle. 

A sleepy guard at the gate at- 
tempted a half question, but the cars 
trundied past him up the road, ha't- 
ing before the doors. two 
men ran around the house looking 
for a spot where they could cut the 
telephone wires, which they accom- 
plished, the rest boldly knocked on 
the castle doors. 

A servant cautiousty opened the 
door. The callers demanded an in- 
stant audience, with the result, after 
a brief parley a fat German wear- 
ing a woolen nightgown reaching to 
his knees appeared at the head of 
the stairs and announced he was 
the ex-Kaiser’s secretary. He asked 
what the visitors wanted. 

He was told the American officers 
had come “to arrest William Hohen- 
zollern.” 

The secretary went ahd returned 
bearing~ a message from the ex- 
Kaiser to the effect that William was 
willing to surrender to the Ameri- 
cans, and to be taken to American 
headquarters if he was shown a 
guarantee of eafe conduct, and if 
they would promise he would not be 
shot en route. 

The hottest heads advised seizing 


ithe ex-Kalser without further for- 


mality, but the cooler ones urged 
that such @ course might lead to 
persona] injury to somebody. 

Word was sent back that all that 
could be given was oral guarantees 
for William's safety, upon the word 
of American officers. 

While the parleying was in 
progress, twenty-five soldiers in- 
vaded the audience room. demand- 
Ing why the American officers were 
violating Holland's neutrality. The 
adventurers decided it was better 
not to wet the ex-Kaiser than to be 
interned. So they sent a final mes- 
sage upstairs: 

“Tell Bill we'll be back and get 
him some time, bringing the whole 
American army, if necessary,” and 
they fied.

MANY SOLDIERS 
GET POSITIONS. 


Replacement Bureau is Busy 
Finding Jobs. 


Nearly Two Hundred Men so 
Far are Located. 


Employers are Asked to Make 
Their Needs Known. 


Five hundred soldiers and seamen 
had registered up to closing time 
jast night at the Replacement Bu- 
reau, in the north annex of City 
Hall, the former quarters occupied 
by Draft rd No. 17. Nearly 200 
woldiers eady have been given 
jobs, most of them filling an order 
from moving-picture concerns which 
are putting on war pictures. 

The bureau now has fifty jobs for 
soldiers and sailors to work as quar- 
antine inspectors at 4100 a month; 
200 jobs as laborers at Prescott, 
Ariz., at 37% cents an hour, and 
jobs for storage battery repair men, 
for candy makers and solicitors. 

e bureau places only mustered- 
out soldiers and seamen in positions. 
There is absolutely no charge of any 
kind. Each applicant is asked to 
fill out a brief questionnaire, the 
facts for which are entered in the 
history of the war to be placed at 
the museum at Exposition Park as 
a permanent record. All returned 
soldiers and sailors are asked to reg- 
ister for the history. If the regis- 
trant wants work, he fills out an 
application blank card stating his 
experience and wages desired. 
Chairman E. H. Bagby of the bu- 
reau asks that all applicants keep 
in constant touch with the bureau 
so that the applicants may be sent 
to the jobs quickly. 

FOR IMMEDIATE AID. 

As the bureau organizes, it is ex- 
pected there will be representatives 
of the Red Cross civilian relief and 
other agencies on hand to give im- 
mediate aid to returned soldiers. sea- 
men and their dependents. The city 
authorities and leading business men 
desire the bureau to be the clearing- 
hquse for the returning 40.000 serv- 
ice men of the city, and that they 
will feel free to go there and talk 
over with Mr. Bagby the problems 
incideyt to their re-establishing 
themselves in Los Angeles civil life. 
Mayor Woodman, in a proclama- 
tion announcing the establishment 
ef the bureau, says: 

“We desire that every person who 
has a job or can give employment. 
even fog an hour, communicate their 
wants to the Replacement Bureau, 
and the bureau will make every en- 
deavor to supply them with service 
men. 

“We wish to impress upon the 
people their duty—that the first call 
should be given to the men who 
wear the colors, 

“We are also utilizing the ma- 
chinery of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, in order to place 
all these men in some position, with 
the least possible inconvenience to 
themscives. 

CO-OPERATION ASKED. 
“The bureau has no way to as- 
certain what employment is needed, 
and it is our desire that the people 
report positions they have open at 
once, 
“This ig voluntary work. Lack 
of funds will not permit the run- 
ning of @ large and elaborate serv- 
ice, and the bureau calle upon the 
people of the city for their co-op- 
eration. 

“The Chamber of Commerce, Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, the labor organizations and 
others are co-opérating in dissemi- 
nating this information to their 
membership. - They are working to 
the point, with the hope that some 
one of the large organizations will 
be able to make a survey, as a4 pa- 
triotic duty to the soldier, as*a mark 
of loyalty to the community and a 
determination to assist in the recon- 
struction that is before us.

GERMANS SEND FUNDS 
OVER DUTCH FRONTIER 


DIVELY TRAFFIO EXISTS IN EX- 
PORT OF SECURITIES 
AND MONEY. 


[ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

THE HAGUE (Holland) Jan. 17. 
—lIn spite of measures taken Decem- 
ber 21 to prevent the export of Ger- 
man securities and money to a 
boring countries, a_ lively traffic in 
it still continues. During the last 
weeks many Germans @nd Austrians 
have been crossing the Dutch fron- 
tier with money in order to speculate 
in Holland. These wilt in the future 
be stopped by Dutch sentries for fear 
of revolutionartes. 

Large sums of money, however, 
have been arriving in registered let- 
ters, according to a financial inform- 


‘ant. The Frankfurter Zeitung points 


out that it is obviously. no longer 
to Germany's advantage to export 
German bank notes and it refers to 
the Imperial Bank's preventive meas- 
ures of printing all new bank notes 
in other colors. 

“New green notes are thus indl- 
cated as not having been in for- 
eign countries during the German 
occupation, but have been brought 
in later for speculation, especially 
in Belgium and Alsace-Lorraine. 
Smugglers of notes are apparently 
not to be scared by any measures, 
and are up to all sorts of tricks to 
get old notes across the border. In 
Berlin agents ere already offering 
1% per cent. more for old notes 
which can be paid with German 
checks. It is an unfortunate fact 
that German bankers appear to 
lending a helping hand to these 
transactions.” 

The paper proposes a sharper 
watch on the frontier, saying that 
more Dutch paper money is arriving 
from Germany. Doubtless the pros- 
pect of tremendous new taxes just 
published in Germany leads to the 
desire to export as much wealth as 
possible. The new progressive tax 
rises rapidly to 100 per cent. for for- 
tunes above 5000 marks, after which 
the fortune falls to the state. 

The industrialist organ, the Koel- 
nische Volks eZitung, says indignant- 
ly that the big philanthropist who 
has given tremendous sums of money 
during the war will be obliged to pay 
taxes on these sums. 


STATE’S FUNDS ASKED 
TO ABATE MOSQUITOES.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—‘State 
aid, either in the form of direct 
funds or intensive supervision,” is 
needed to make more effective the 
war being waged on the California 
malaria-bearing niosquito, said the 
report of the division of entomologr, 
State Board of Health, submitted to 
Gov.

The Next Symphony. 
This is the story of an opera that 


turned out to be a symphony. Nearly 


nifty years ago there was a man in 
Russia who had achieved great 
prominence in his chosen science. In 
fact, he became a professor of sur- 
gery and of chemistry in one of the 
chief medical colleges. 


Not only that, but he wrote |— 


treatises on ecience. His works on 
chemistry made Russian science re- 
spected even in chemical Germany. 
More than that, he founded a med- 
foal school for women, to which he 
gave his services until his death. 

Apart from his scientific career, 
this Prof. Borodin was a great lover 
of music, and sub rosa, a4 composer. 
In fact, he wrote much music, but 
did not permit it te be published, as 
he prefered to be known as a sci- 
entist rather than as a musician. 
But Borodin, the composer, wili live 
in history long after Borodin, the 
scientist, is forgotten. 

With ell his compositions, there 
were two symphonies, to each of 
which he gave five years of his rec- 
reation time. Of the second it has 
been eald there was “an opera that 
became a symphony.” Borodin was 
much attracted by the story of 
Prince Igor, a Russian warrior of 
the twelfth century, and determined 
to write an opera with ‘thet charac- 
ter as the central figure. He studied 
the Russian medieval history with 
the thoroughness of the scientist. 
He read history, poetry and collect- 
ed folk songs of that period. How- 
ever, he found that there was no 
public interest in such an opera, 
and hig friends deplored to him that 
he had wasted so much of his valu- 
able time so uselessiy. “In that 
case,” wae his reply, “I will have 
material for a good symphony.” 

So he began to incorporate the 
musical sketches he had made into 
a *ymphony. He wrote one move- 
ment and then laid the work aside.

|THE PHOTOGRAPHS AGAIN. 


Los Angeles's big effort for the 
cause of artistic photography, the 
Second International Photographic 
Salon, which is held under the aus- 
pices of the Camera Pictorialists of 
Loe Angeles, remains at Exposition 
Park to the end of January. If 
you've ever cherished a kodak, or 
if you ever intend to indulge in the 
mild, yet exciting dissipation of car- 
rying one, don't neglect the opportu- 
nity to study these pictures. For 
pictures they are, not snapshots, 
and they will teach you many things 
you ought to know. They will also 
give you a good deal of pleasure. 

Last week I wrote a column about 
the interesting show, being cut 


short, In the very midst of my en- 
thusiasms for this picture and that, 
by the exigencies of time and space. 
It is now my purpose to speak of 
other photographs in the collection 
that appeal to my fancy—or shall I 
dignify the word by calling it some- 
thing big, say “critical judgment?” 
You wen't always agree with my 
opinions of pictures, of course, and 
1 don’t want you to, But when in 
doubt, count ten and look again. 

Only American pictorialists are to 
be considered by us on this occa- 
sion. Many of these are from Los 
Angeles and other cities of Califor- 
nia. Old and difficult problems 
confront these artists at every turn. 
(Don't forget that I call them ar- 
tists advisedily.) And the greatest 
of these problems is light. The 
white light of nature is not inva- 
riably the right light for art. Cali- 
fornia ia full of light, brilliant and 
beautiful, but making hard ine and 
too definite shadows. Not ays 
of course, but often. For, despite 
the eastern superstitution, California 
has plenty of “atmosphere.” hours 
of golden haze and subtle distances, 
when the mountains are ethereally 
blue or dreamily purple, and when a 
vell rtudded with shimmering 
opals envelopes the whole landacape. 
Then comes the sun, as baldiy 
truthful as a enapshot. The pic- 
torial photographer must circumvent 
this uncomprising distributor of 
light, yet keep to the truth while 
adding poetry. How to do it is the’ 
ever-perplexing question, how to do 
it without the aid of wool or with- 
eut blotting out that glorious ra- 
diance. Somehow or other the pic- 
torialistse of Los Angeles have solved 
the problem, though by what meth- 
oda I, not being a photographer, can- 
not say. By many sacrifices, no 
doubt, but also by many additions, 
subtie secrets of the artist. The 
“artistic photograph” is therefore a 
triumph of science and feeling—a 
joining of the finite and the infinite. 
Among the pictures that we shall 
now run briefly over together you 
will assuredly discover many

John Mason was born in Orange, 
N. J., October 28, 1858, the son of 
Daniel and Susan Mason. Educated 
by private tutors and at Columbia 
University, he always had a leaning 
toward dramatics, and he made his 
first appearance at the Walnut-street 
Theater in Philadelphia in 1878, and 
in 1879 he joined the Boston Mu- 
seum stocx company, where he re- 
mained as star and leading man 
during seven years. Subsequently 
he came to New York, playing at 
the Union Square Theater, and be- 
coming at once immensely popular. 
Afterward, in 1886, he joined Ed- 
win Booth's Shakespearian company 
in New York, playing Laertes in 
“Hamlet.” He went te London in 
1891, appearing at the St. James as 
Simeon Strong in “The Idler.” reg- 
istering an instant success. Return- 
ing to America in 1892, he appeared 
at Hermann’s Theater, New York, 
in December, in “If- I Were You.” 
With the London success still buz- 
zing in his bonnet, he went back to 
England in 1895, appearing segain 
at the St. James Theater in Lon- 
don, ana later at the Garrick, where 
his popularity cortinued unabated. 
Afterward returning to America, he 
toured the country with his wife, 
Marion Manola, in “Caste” and oth- 
er plays. Later he came to New 
York, where he appeared in a suc-" 
cession of plays, ever a tremendous 
favorite. He was leading man with 
Mrs. Fiske, Elsie de Wolfe and Annie 
Russell at different times. 

Perhaps his greatest reputation 
was made In Augustus Thomas's 
sensetional success, “The Witching 
Hour.’ though another role later af- 
forded him elmost equal oppor- 
tunities in “As a Man Thinks.” 

Perhaps one of the most Interest- 
ing episodes in the career of Mason, 
and an wnwritten episode of the 
stage, is the fact that he was play- 
ing in “The Witching Hour” in Chi- 
cago when a murder trial of sensa- 
tional features was taking place in 
that city, the jury of which was per- 
mitted to witness the play. Old 
criminal attorneys say that the pey- 
chological effect produced on the 
minds of the jury by Mason's won- 
derful portrayal of the main char- 
acter resulted in the acquittal of the 
woman defendant. The wife of one 
of Chicago's leading gamblers, a 
millionaire, was being tried for the 
killing of a young artist with whom 
it was charged she had been inti- 
mate. _. Her husband, when he 
learned the circumstances, re 
to have further dealings with the 
woman, but left a large defense 
fund to enable her to secure proper 
representation. Senator James 
Hamilton Lewis was the leading 
counsel in the case, which was full 
of sensational features. “The Witch- 
ing Hour” also was causing a tre- 
mendous sensation. dealing with a 
murder iteelf and its central theme 
being the surcharged atmosphere 
which unconsciously Influenced the 
minds of people. The manager of 
the theater invited the jury to wit- 
ness the play, but a day or two be- 
fore the case went Into their hands, 
and through some inadvertence, the 
judge permitted the jury to attend. 
Although the State had apparently 
made out a clear case, the killing 
being admitted, the jury returned a 
verdict of acquittal with but a brief 
deliberation. 

Hig princip@ claime to success 
seem to heve lain in a vibrant and 
wholly charming personality, which 
he retained to the day of his death, 
apparently. judging from his never- 
dying popularity even in his sixty-_ 
first year, and in the natural, un- 
stagey method which he employed 
in his acting.

{A FP. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
LONDON, Jan. 8.—There will be 


no passenger or commercial airplane 


service from England to any other 
country until complete plans are 
formulated for regulating and con- 
trolling air traffic, says en official 
of the British Air Ministry. That

EARLY INDIANA DAYS. 

“My father,” he said, “was an 
Indiana farmer. There were thir- 
teen boys and girls in his family, 
I being the youngest, and there have 
been thirteen children in my own 
wfamily.

I had worked in 
In@iana on what is now known as 
the Big Four Railroad. plowing the 
with two teams of

contractor paid me $10 a month. 

“During my first winter in Michi- 
gan I received $15 a month as chore 
boy for a cook in a lumber camp 
The second winter I did the cook- 
ing myself. in which branch of the 
lumber industry I worked for three 
seasons. Then I became a chopper 
in the woods. 

“Back in Indiana I had seen pop- 
lar and walnut grow greatly in value 


Before a railroad was built through 
our forests were practically 


gray eyes, a grizzied mustache and, 


had seen in Indiana and concluded 
that a similar change would occur 
in Michigan sooner or later. So I 
decided to make lumbering my bus- 
iness and to learn how to estimate 
standing timber. I spent my sum- 
mers, therefore, in jou ys of ex- 
ploration and became a good judge 
of pine forests. 

ON ROAD TO RICHES 
“For this work, done only in sum- 
mer, I was paid from $6 to $8 «a 
day. Naeturally, I wanted to own 
some pine land of my own. I had no 
money, however. Married at the age 
of 20, with a family coming on and 


“The future did not look promis- 
ing, but my fortune turned sudden- 
ly. A wealthy man said he would 
supply the money if I would supply 
the skill, and make me his parther 
In the business of buying and selling 
standing timber. I was to draw $1809 
a vear and expentes and to receive 
half the profits. The partnership was 
profitable and for the first time in 
my life I knew how it felt to have 
plenty of money ‘ni my pocket. 
“Presently I engaged in what ifs 
called the logging branch of the 
lumber industry. 1 boucht pine land, 
cut the trees and had the logs sawed 
at milly owned by others. Later, I 
had mills of my own. 

“T was engaged in the lumber 
business of Michigan for many 
years. Before al! the forests in that 
part of the country were cut I made 
investments elsewhere. am inter- 
ested now In a large Miasissipp! en- 
terprise #nd in two logging projects 
in the State of Washington.” 
“How long.” Mr. Fordney was 
asked. “have vou been interested in 
the tariff question?” 

“T wn't remember the time when 
[ wasn't a Republicar and a pro- 
tect‘onist.” he anrwered,. “In their 
early married life my parents for 


@ short time lived tn Virginia. While 


ito this conclusion: 


“Although my father was a Demo- 
crat, he believed in the Integrity, the 


patriotism and the wisdem of Abra-’ 


ham Lincoln. So I grew up a Lin- 
coln boy, and from reading his 
speeches and hearing my mother talk 
I became a Republican. The tariff 
aiso was discussed in my presence. 
I thought the subject over and came

But these 
houses rent for from $150 to more 
than $200 a month, and the tenant 
must furnish the heat and pay for 
all repairs and walk up four flights 
of stairs when he wants to see if 
the snow its coming in the top-floor 
window. Servants are hard to get 
and harder to keep. As a result 
house after house bears a “for rent” 
sign in the window and there is a 
demand for apartments that permits 
the landlord to add to his rents and 
take from the heat. But there must 
be a caretaker in the house, under 
the Insurance laws, and it ts an odd 
sight: The faces of little colored chil- 
dren looking out the parlor windows 
of these aristocratic brownstones.

MODERNIZING BAGDAD. 

What the war has brought to Bag- 
dad, dream city of the Arabian 
Nights, is worth considering. Where 
Haroun Al Raschid walked in dis- 
guise and tmpted justice with re- 
mance, they are laying the rails of 
a street car line. Where Sinbad, the 
romancer, told his amazing tales to 
an admiring group of dusky idlers, 
they: are putting up electric light 
poles, and in front of the latticed 
window from which Scheherazade 
peeped down, they are stringing tele- 
phone wires. And the atmosphere 
of romance—which is particularly 
thick In Bagdad—-is being deodor- 
ized by a squad of sanitary officers. 

Bagdad, beloved of the caliphs, 
town of mosques and minarets and 
Persian bazaars, is taking in the out- 
ward semblance of a modern city. 
Rooms with baths and serve-self 
restaurants, and motor cars with 
sel{-starters, and movie ¢éheaters are 
pretty sure to follow, and the old 
town which attracted Nebuchadnesz- 
zar in ite infancy will soon forget the 
trammels of its twenty-five centuries 
and assume the jauntiness of munic- 
ipal youth. 

The city has been tn the hands of 
the British for twenty months, and 
in that time has undergone a mod- 
ernizing treatement that is particu- 
larly remarkable because of the age 
and deeply rooted tradition of the 
town and the indifferent and largely 
unfriendly attitude of the people.—

As the men were called to the col- 
ors, their places were taken, in 
many cases. by women already en- 
gaged in business or industry, whose 
previous experience and training 
enabled them to handle more re- 
sponsible positions. In other 
words, they were merely pushed 
along by force ef circumstances and 
they in turn were replaced by the 
leas experienced. Quite a few went 
into the mills and factories direct 
from their homes, consequently they 
logically fall into two classes—those 
who worked before the war, and 
those who did not. ~~ 

The latter class should step out, 
and the former put back where they 
were before the war. The return- 
ing soldiers are entitled to the first 
consideration and it is the duty of 
the employers to bring about thts 
readjustment and put them on the 
job again. This subject does not 
envolve the question of the equality 
of women or their rights, but is a 
plain case of duty. and those of 
them who are advocating the slogan 
of “Stick to your guns” are again 
exhibiting to the world the peculiar 
reasoning of some women's minds 
which has been a mystery since the 
beginning of time. ; 

That they have very ably demon- 
strated their ability, no one will 
deny. and the woman who thinks 
she prefers a career to a home will 
be rewarded, for business ise a cold- 
blooded dictator and recognizes only 
results. However, this class of wom- 
en is in the minority at the present 
time: the majority representing those

Hed no Idea America Could 
Spring to War Quickly. 


Publicist Warns Nippon not to 
Pick a Quarrel. 


Points to Sacrifices of Civil- 
ians for Soldiers.

TO SUIT CONSUMERS. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Jan. 
18.—-The fastidious notions of Mr. 
Consumer and the scarcity of both 
big and little sardines is causing the 
canners considerable anxiety. There 
is a heavy demand for little sear- 
ding: packed in quarter-pound cans 
in of], Dut the fish now running are 
all too large for this size cane. The 
half-pound cans of the larger neh 
retail for 35 cents, but the consumer 
insists on the emali cans, which re- 
tall at 265 cents. The result is that 
the warehouses are being filled with 
half-pound cans while dealers 
clamor for the smalier sizes. 

Still larger fish than have been 
caught this season are also in de- 
mand packed in oval cans. So far 
this season practically all the fish 
caught have to be put up in half- 
pound cans, of which there is an 
overproduction. It is hoped that 
later in the season the other sizes 
of fish will be plentiful. Generally 
there is a variety of fish running at 
various times and the long run of 
half-pound size is unusual. It takes 
a sardine about two years to grow 
to maturity.

Henry Ford's ambition to make 
everything needed in the building of 
Ford automobiles seems destined to 
be achieved. He has been  per- 
mitted to register the name “Ford"’’ 
for a tire. His application had been 
tejected by the examiner of trade- 
marks on the ground that “Ford” 
was merely the name of an indi- 
vidual. This decision was appealed 
and now the commissioner of patents 
rules that the word “Ford” was an 
index of a reputation and mark of 
origin. It means that no one else 
may manufacture a “Ford” tire.

But “Cliff went them 
ali one better, and at the end of 
of was able to announce 
that he and Pullen would be the 
Pacific Coast representatives against 
the pick of the driving world at 
Indianapolis. 
In securing Pullen, Durant made 
a ten strike. Eddie has been out 
of the speed game as an active par- 
ticipant for two years, but previous 
to that made racing history. In 1914 
he performed the most sensational 
ever recorded in racing when, after 
turning over in the Vanderbilt Cup, 
he came out two days later and won 
the Grand Prize. The victory was 
both a display of nerve and in- 
genuity, for when he was wrecked 
in the Vanderbilt the railbird ex- 
rts declared Pullen's car was gone 
yond repair and the driver's 
“gameness” was shattered for the 


time being. But Pullen not only 
patched up his speed wagon, but 
drove it as though he had never 
known what it was to hurtle 
through the air with hig car beyond 
eontrol and somersay into the 
fence. 


Pullen established the world's road 
racing mark when he won at Corona 
in 1914, with an average of %7.7 
miles an hour. He was twice a 
winner at Tacoma, and had the 
novel distinction of being second for 
three successive years at Elgin, when 
the Illinois dairy town Was the road 
racing center of the Middle West 
Eddie was also a frequent winner 
at Ascot in the days when stars like 
Cooper, Oldfield, Durant, Ricken- 
backer and others of equal racing 
prominence fought for glory on the 
Los Angeles track.

“SANTA BARBARA.—The wonderful trop- 
feal fruits of the Montecito and Goleta dis- 
tricts are surprising the tourists. . Few, 
even of the loca) residents, know of the 
large variety of these fruits which reach 
perfection within a mile or two of the 
Santa Barbara county Courthouse, though 
from time to time the wondrous displays 
fm shop windows give rise to questions. 

What these districts are doing ‘in the de- 
velopment of the rare, rich frulte*of the 
tropics most of the coast sections of South- 
ern California can do, a fact that. suggests 

. what a market could be developed were 
horticulturists to attempt the growing of 
some of these fruits on a commercial scale. 
of the fruits, the Cherimoya, or cus- 
tard avple, is now in the market. The trees 
. grow luxuriantly in this section. The cher- 
fmova does best in a warm, sheltered lo- 
cation. It cringes at the frost. One of the 
largest trees in this section is in the heart 
of Santa Barbara, at the home of the Rev. 
Chester Ferris. tional minister. 
One of the fruits of this tree, weighing 
three pounds, five ounces, brought 60 cents 
in the market, and there are now 200 on 
the tree. 

The history of the cherimova in Santa 
Barbara harks back nearly half a century. 
The wife of an early settler named Pack- 
ard received a few cherimoya seeds from 
a pueblo. near Mexico City. These were 
planted and bore when but five years old. 
Mrs. M. M. Yates. a botanist and tree lover, 
became interested. The families from the 
Exmst, then coming into the town, held a 
flower show and some of the fruit of the 
cherimoya tree were exhibited. They 
sliced one open and Mrs. Yates permitted 
the gathering to taste of the fruit. These 
were the first cherimoya fruits eaten in 
Santa Barbara. 

Mrs. Yates gathered the seed and plant- 
ed them. She now has at Montecito the 
only cherimoya grove in the United States. 
It is a grove of forty flourishing trees that 
have for years supplied luscious fruit to 
the tourists who throng Montecito each 
winter. She states that her trees bear 
throughout the winter season. 

The cherimoya tree is now found on the 

. estate of William Griffith Henshaw, on Miss 
Lolita Armour’s estate and other proper. 
tles at Montecito, while there are quite a 
number in Santa Barbara proper.

This system is much easter to start with 
young~-trees but old bearing trees can be 
readily worked over to this style of prun- 
Unon planting. the young tree is 
headed back just as fs doné according to 
the old system. After that time, how- 
ever. unless the tendency is to an excep 
tionally vigorous growth, no heading back 
whatever is done. During the summer 
following the planting of the young tree, 
it is watched rather carefully and if the 
main scaffold limbs do not show a tem 
dency to divide at a reasonable distance 
from the trunk. let us say within @ foot or 
eighteen inches. th » are encouraged to 
do so bv a judicious pinching back at the 
tips.

ITH the dairy situation in Southern 
California already somewhat “up in 
the alr” and with a shortage of milk 

for human consumption actually a possi- 
bility, because of the failure,on the part of 
dairymen to find the business sufficiently 
remunerafive, there has come about a con; 
dition which is most favorable to the ex- 
tensive milch goat propaganda now being 
earried on. Those not_familiar with the in- 
creasing interest in milch goats are always 
dumbfounded when confronted with the evi- 
dence of the wonderful éevolpment of this 
industry. 

The splendid development of many of the 
individuals that have been on exhibition at 
goat shows and fairs in recent monthg has 


been a revelation. That there is a grow-/| fat 


ing demand for animals of this kind is evt- 
denced by the large number of inquiries re- 
ceived by breeders. 


A good many persons, like myself, with 
an interest in dairy cows, have believed that 
all goats’ milk had a peculiar goaty odor and 
taste. This, however; as I have now learned, 
is not the case. I will confess that I hav 
been surprised to find the milk has such a 
sweet, pleasant flavor and that it is so free 
from anything objectionable. I can see 
how, as in the case of’cows, where objec- 
tionable feed has been used, or badly 
flavored weeds consumed, unpleasant odors 
or favors might exist. Provided good feed 
and care are given the doe, however, and 
the milk produced under sanitary conditions, 
there will be nothing disagreeable about 
the milch goat’s product, although it does 
have a distinctive flavor of its own. 

The composition of goats’ milk varies as 
does that of cows’ milk, with the breed, 
period of lactation, and the individuality of 
the animal. varying in per cent. from 3.5 to 
4.5 per cent. butter fat The nature of the 
mflk is somewhat different from cows milk, 
in that the butter fat globules are much 
sma and for that reason stay in sus- 
pension better and it does not cream 60 
readily, which makes it a very desirable 
beverage. 

The goat is an extremely hardy animal 
and not susceptible to many of the ailments 
that appear among cows. Tuberculosis is 
very. very rare. and in cases where ft has 
developed, may be traced directly to the 
animals having come fm contact with cows 
affected with this disease. 

GOOD FOR INVALIDS. 

That goats’ milk is particularily good for 
invalids and children is attested in an ex- 
tract from the New York Agricultural Sta- 
tion report which says: “This station has 
had the opportunity of supplying this milk 
to a fairly large number of very young chil- 
dren_who were in serious physica) condition

POMONA.—If the ideas of George Adam-

Knowing that cold air is heavier than warm 
alr and hangs near the surface, thus aiding 
the frost, he would erect a large number 
of fans above the trees in the grove and’ 
thus force the warmer and lighter air from 
above to the ground to mingle with the 
colder air and at the same time create a 
circulation of air. It is a. well-known fact 
that frost is most effective when the air

LEMON RETURNS GOOD. 


SANTA "ANA .—For every hundred pounds 
of lemons at the tree the past season, mem-/| 
bers of the Villa Park Central Lemon Asso- 
ciation put $4.278 down into “oe jeans, it 
is shown by the secretary's port, sub- 
mitted at the annual meeting. thal of 
93,868 boxes, or 237 carloads, of lemons 
were sent out the past year by this associa- 
tion. The average cost for han was 
9397 per hundredweight, or .7995 per packed 
box less than the previous year, in spite of 
increased expenses. Net returns are nearly 
twice as much per hundredweight as the 
previous year, when $2.64 was received by 
growers for each 100 pounds of fruit at the 


tree. 


ARSENATE OF LIME.

This means, 
says F. A. Meckel of the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture, that not 
only enough lubricants must be used, but 
that they must be of the right kind. There 
can be no economy in using low-grade oil 
and grease, nor in applying lubricants in 
less quantity than the machine requires. 

Any machine which the farmer may own 
is entitled to the very best of treatment. 
Without that its efficiency is reduced, and 
this reduced effiqiency is just the same in 
effect ag needless expense in any other 4i- 
rection. The more complicated and valu- 
able the items of the far equipment are, the 
better the care to which they are entitled. 
Tractors, gasoline engines, binders, and the 
ifke, should receive only the best of every- 
thing, iuchuding lubrication, both in quantity 
and in quality. 

Farmers who own automobiles are be- 
ginning to learn the economy of an adequate 
use of lutricants, but they should not con- 
fine the application of this acquired know!l- 
edge to their automobiles.. Give each ma- 
chine on the place a chance to do its best. 
it can’t have this unless it is lubricated prop- 
erly. A bath of the very best oil on a 
bearing once a day is not the same as the 
same amount of of) distribut in equal 
parts to that bearing at intervals of thirty 
minutes. This implies the judicious use 
of the best olls that money can buy. To 
do anything else is fals® economy. 


HEAVY BUYING ABROAD, 


Poreign countries, especially. France, 
Italy and England, are now purchasing 
large numbers of tractors from the United 
States, accérding to Manager Rainey of the 
Avery Company of the Pacific Coast. This 
condition, coupled with the ever-increasing 
demand for ‘tractors to replace farming with 
horses in this country, be says. makes it 
important that American agriculturists get 
in their orders as early as possible.

conference at Paris, and its future 
ownership and administration determined. 
Austraiia has already announced that she 
expects to have a say as to-the status of 
German New Guinea, the Solomon Islands 
and the Bismarck archipelago. 

The Japanese, who have conquered the 
islands to the north, expect to be considered 
in the disposition of the Marshalls and the 
Carolines, and the United States will want 


to know what is to be done with the La-. 


drones, vo closely associated.-with Guam, 
and German Samoa, which is just over the 
way from our port of Pago-Pago and the 
American territories there. ‘ 

The greater part of this empire is 
man New Guinea, the Bismarck archipela- 
go and the other islands of that neighbor- 
hood. I learned something of the Kaiser's 
plans concerning them during a trip I -made 
to Australia and the bouth Seas not long 
ago. I then stopped in Torres Strait, south 
of Blew Guinea, and skirted some of the 
Islands to the eastward. 

I traveled with German officials and mer- 
chants and the information which the Aus- 
tralian government had was thrown open to 
me. Leter, I crossed from Australia to New 
Zealand, and steamed northward to Apia, 
the capital of German Samoa, where I saw 
something of the natives and their adminis- 
tration under the Kaiser. 


New Guinea Belongs 
to Three Nations. 


ERMAN NEW GUINEA is known as 
Kaiser - Wilhelmsiand, having been 
named after William Hohenzollern, retired. 
e island, which ts larger than any other 
the world excepting Greenland, belongs 
to the British, the Dutch and the Germans. 
Its western half is owned by Holland and 
the southeastern fourth by Great Britain. 
The remainder is the property of Germany 
and has the title of Kaiser-Wilhelmsland. 
It is about twice as large as the State of 
* Indiana and comprises the best part of the 
country. It has more than 500,000 natives, 
which is over twice as many as are to be 
found-in the territories of the Dutch or the 
British. 


The country or Xaiser-Withelmsiland is 
wild and rugged. It is well watered and 
covered with such dense vegetation that the 
roads have to be cleared with hatchets. A 
day’s march through the wilderness is often 
little more than one mile. The climate is 
hot and moist end the rainfall is heavy. 
The island has a great deal of fine timber, 
and among the trees are the farhed banyans, 
which form a labyrinth with roots running 
up to and upholding the limbs. Much of the 
country is still unexplored, although the 
Germans have had their scientific parties 
going over it and making surveys of one

Along the extreme north- 
ern coast the natives are entirely nude, with 
the exception of a shell necklace and feath- 
ers of the bird of paradise which they stick 
in their hair. Some tribes wear only stripes 
of white, red, yellow and black paint, and 
others decorate themselves with scars made 
by burning, as the Japahese burn them- 
selves with the moxa. i 
The different tribes have different 

of dwellings. In some of Kaiser-Wil- 
helmsiand they have what might be called 
apartment-houses, built upon poles. These 
are of enormous size. The framework is of 
poles, with mats of woven leaves or grass 
fastened to them. The mats are so 4ar- 
ranged that they may be raised or lowered 
to keep out the mosquitoes. Other tribes 
build their houses in trees in order to de- 
fend themselves the more easily in times of 
danger. 


The natives of New Guinea like to fight as 
well as the Huns. I met a missionary who 
had spent his life in the island. He told me 
of a system of vendetta among certain 
tribes which goes on for ages. He said that 
cannibalism exists in some localities, and 


that it is common in the Bismarck Archt | 


tSelago. He spoke of the natives as natur 
al beer drinkers and as using a beer made 
by chewing the root of the kava plant and 
fermenting the spittlesoaked mixture. Laid 
away, it soon becomes intoxicating and is 
then used in ceremonial feasts. In British 
New Guinea, over the way, it-is against the 
law to sell intoxicating liquors. 

T have before me a report of one of our 
consuls describing the queer customs of the 
Bismarck Archipelago. This man says the 
inhabitants are principally Papuans. The 
men are frequently over six feet in height: 
they are of a dark brown complexion, have 
thick, black curly hair, large flat noses and 
symmetrical bodies. 


‘Where the Cirls Are, 


Shut up in Cages. 


N THE Island of New Britain, which the 
Germans know as Neu Pommern, the 
natives have a custom of confining the giris 
in cages from the ages of 6 or 8 years until 
they are married. The cages are made of 
the sprouts of the palm tree. They are 
sometimes built inside the houses.

They are generally 
precocious; and the roundness and beauty 
of their faces often hides the brutality, 
which, however, shows itself when they 
grow older. They are more deliberate than 
men: they lay their plans with more cun- 
ning. But on the other hand he finds that 
their tendency to gossip is often their un- 
doing.

Lombroso tells of a Mrs. Lyons. an Amert 
can, who was of superior intelligence. She 
followed a career of robbery in this country 
and then went to Burope to continue the 
same system out of sheer love for it. When 
arrested by the Paris police she obtained 
her liberty by the intercession of British 
and American ambassadors. 

In England in the old days the fate of the 
robber who was captured was death, and 
because of that the courage of Margaret 
Catchpole, a servant maid, who stole a 
horse and took to the road to join her lover 
is all the more unusual. This was in 1797, 
and Margaret set out for London dressed as 
a boy. She was captured and condemned to 
death, but the sentence was commuted to 
life imprisonment. Her lover, a smuggler, 
assisted her in an attempt to escape, and 
he was killed just when the scheme seemed 
about to succeed. Then Margaret was de- 
ported, and she married and lived quietly 
until her death years later.

‘ishment La Maupin never lost her nerve, 
and by intrigue she was able to set the law 
aside and before love she wasgback in Paris 
ab an opera singer. Things went smoothly 
for awhile, then her love of excitement 
proved her undoing. She went to a ball as a 
man, insulted a woman, was challenged by 
three men, and promptly ran them through. 
Then she returned to the ball. 

This escapade was too much even for 
pleasure-loving, easy-going Paris. It was 
willing to overlook her early indiscretions, 
her propensity for taking things that did 
not belong to her. but there was a Lmit. 
So she left the country and lived under the 
protection of King Albert of Bavaria. 
Later she returned to Paris and tried to 
take up her work as an opera singer once 
more. But she had lost her popularity ani 
her beauty, though she was only 30, and sh« 
left the stage and returned to her husband 
Maupin. She was rich, so he overlooked 
her past. 

One of her historians says this about her: 
“The church, too, accepted her—and hur 
riches—within its sheltering portals.

“The persons vaccinated were patients at

Germans bought the Carolines and 
Ladrones at the close of the Spanish- 
American war, when we took possession of 
Guam, and they were about establishing 
wireless stations there when war was de 
clared. They had tried to seize the Caro- 
lines as far back as 1885, when they hoisted 
the German flag over the Island of Yap. The 
Spanish protested and the question of the 
ownership of the islands was submitted th 
the Pope, who decided in favor of Spain. The 
result was that Spain held these islands un- 


til after the Spanish war, when they were 
sold to Germany for about $4,000,000. 

The Ladrones were discovered by Magel- 
len in 1521, and were taken over by the 
Spaniards in 1688. They were bought of 
Spain at the same time as the Carolines and 
are now in the hands of the Japanese. None 


They consist, the most part, of 

patches of coral which have been built up 
from the sea, and their products are chiefly 
copra and other tropical fruits.

enry Irving onee declared that the 
seventeenth century was a century of great 
play writing, the eighteenth century one of 
great play acting, and the nineteenth cen- 
tury one of great play mounting. However 
accurate this division may be, wé know ¢hat 
at least the last of the nineteenth century 
saw the beginning of what gives promise of 
being the greatest play mounting the world 
has ever seen 

It is a far cry fronf the early Elizabethan 
settings with their few crude blocks and 
benches to the present realism of David Be- 
lasco- With his perfectly appointed drawing- 
rooms, or the wonderful distance-efving 
draperies found in the Imaxinative settings 
of Gordon Craig. 

The painted canvas drop with its flapping 
sides and billowing undulations that re- 
sponded to every gust of wind ifke a wheat 
field in a breeze, or the set trees and wood 
wings with the huge tormentors used to 
screen the sides of the stage and painted a 
vivid cerise or carmine red to represent 
draped curtains-—-these same painted drapes 
held back by elaborately painted gold cords 
and tassels—are not so far in the distance. 
There were few vacations in the painted 
sets and one could quite easily order by 
name or number and be reasonably sure of 
the result. 


Small Choice of Scenes i- 
Early Days of Stage. , 


REMEMBER the days of my 

work bringing down nyon any head the 
anathemas of a certain scene painter in Chit 
cago. I objected to a particular set that 
had been given to me for an American sar- 
den because it had a formal stone wall, 

pped bay trees and a marble fountain, all 
beautifully painted on a flapping canvas 
background. 1 timidly asked for more fr- 
regularity; a suggestion of New England

of ~vgter on the other.” 

re was no middle path with him. # 
must choose a garden or a woodland set; & 
formal drawing-room with its pink and gold 
decorations or, 4 kitchen done in dingy 
brown. He assured me that he had been 
in -the business for forty years and had 
painted scenery fer some of Maude Adams's 
early productions and that I would learn 
that with “scenic artists” you ordered either 
by name or by number and that I would 
save tnuch trouble by following that rule. 
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that no photograph could bé more correct 
crest engraved on the stationery that was to 
be on a desk in one corner of a room during 
a scene in a recent production—said sta- 
tionery not to be used nor even referred to 
during the action of the play. Kt was this 
same desire for reality which caused him at 
great expense to have the family coat of 
armg blown into the wine glasses that were 
to be used in a simple scene in one of his 
plays. 

This mind for detail is a source of great 
joy to many people. It is an immense say- 
ing of gray matter te the man who buys 
his Seat for a Belasco production, fpr he 
knows without question that his thinking 
has all be@n done for him. He will have ao 
use for bis imagination for he ts about to 
have a panorama of reality spread out be- 
fore him. He likes to think he is getting 
the truth, that there is nothing for him to 
do but to settle back and let his mind and 
his eye feed upon realism, with everything 
prearranged and predigested. 

In witnessing certain melodramas I have 
wondered sometimes why they didn’t use 
real bullets and make an end of it. -Some- 
thing might also be done to make the time 
element re real. Some such desire must 
bave been In the mind of one of our dramatic 
critics In Los Angeles this yedr when he said 
in speaking of a certain Chinese playlet that 
had been presented—with the scene, by the 
way, laid in San Francisco Chinatown—that 
he wondered if the piavers didn't realize that 
a Chinese play usually lasted from noon 
unti] midnight. Voila! Again we see the 
desire far accuracy. And the play was no 
doubt spolied for him because the incident 
lasted only half an hour. 

Mr. Belasco has -long had the respect of 
both the theater and the public for bis has 
been a gfeat contribution to the advance- 
ment of the stage. Even so, we cannot fail 
to be amused at the meny stories that are 
told of his frenzy for reality. The following 
one a stage director in New York told me 
and said he was quite willing to vouch for 
ite truth.

There is a 
dignity and massiveness not found-.in the 
work of any of the other stage artists. It 
lacks the simplicity of outline and the high 
poetic treatment that we see in the work of 
Robert Edmond Jones, for instance, but it 
has a breadth and power which commands 
our admiration. 


A Man Who Submerges 
Himself in His Art. 


R. ROBERT JONES is doubtless the 

most imaginative of all the American 
artists working in the theater. One is con- 
scious everywhere in his designs of the ex- 
treme sensitiveness of his feeling. His art 
is never bizarre aor Vulgar. He it was who 
designed the much talked of sets for Gran- 


ville Barker and he also made the designs 


for Perey Mackaye's “Masque of Caliban.” 
Arthur Hopkins, that rare producer-manager 
who has had Rober: Jones desicning his 
scenes at the P th Theater, says that 
Jones is a true artist who wants nothing 
for Jones but everything for the play. 
Personally, | am a great admirer of the 
work of Sam Hume, who was first beard of in 
Cambridge but who for the past two years 
has been director of the Arts and Crafts 
Theater in Detroit. He had the rare talent 
for getting masterly effects with the simplest 
means possitle One has a sense of satis- 
faction in viewing settings which one 
gets from but few stage designs. ; 
Among the even more recent artists is 
Rollo Peters: He has been connected with 
the Washington Square Players for the past 
year. During his single year of professional 
scene designing he has made more sets than 
any other two artists in New York. Aside 
from the Washingfon Square and many 
others he designed the sets for Mrs. Fiske 
in “Madame Sand,” Ethel Parrymore in “The 
Ledy of the Camellias” and Arnold Daly in 
“Josephine.” 


New Stagecraft Must Stimulate 
Imagination of Audience. 


HE new stagecraft as a whole may be 
summed up in the theory that as it is 


jm possible to produce absolute reality, rather 


try for the most stimulating illusion, believ- 
ing that it is more important to offer the 
audience something which will lead them to 
imagine the setting than to erect upon the 
stage buildings which could not be histori- 
cally correct. 

Too often in the past there has been little 
connection between the mood of the play 
and the stage surroundings. The setting has 
not aided us in a more intimate approach 
to the soul of the play. The new workers 
are those who believe that the setting should 
be the result of an artist's spiritual impres- 
sion of a time and place and not the labored 
result of a echolar’s knowledge.

Creating an Atraphare W ithout 
Using Much Furniture. 


UT what of the plays that are written 

realistically and not imaginatfveiy’ 
Even 80, much can be done by suggestion. 
I remember once having a long argument 
with a university woman who was assisting 
me in the setting of a New England comedy. 
She had collected such a multiplicity of 
things that I felt sure there would be no 
room for the actors to even get on the stage, ° 
much less to indulge in any action. Her con- 
stant plea was, “They have this in a New 
England sitting-room, I've seen this in @ 
New England house. It is correct.” Which 
was all true, but I could not have my play 
spoiled by such an elaborate collection of 
wooden rockers, crocheted antimacassars, 
rag rugs, patchwork quilts, wall mottoes, 
chenille table covers and haircloth sofas. 


I hired two drays to return the stuff and 
then set the room with a couple of small 
rugs, three or four simple chairs, and some 
muslin window curtains. I felt justified 
afterward when I heard a woman remark. 
“How restful! I could seem to see my 
grandmother's old home in Massachusetts, 
and yet there was no furniture on the stage 
like hers. It was more in the atmosphere.” 

I should say that in setting a stage, the 
hest effects may be secured by process of 
eNmination. Our slogan should be not “what 
can we put on” but “how much can we leave 
off.” In this connection I am reminded of 
the story of the French milliner who was en- 
deavoring to sell a hat to an American 
woman. When the customer objected t. the 
price by saying, “What, $40 for that simple 
hat? Why, there is nothing on it but a bow.” 
The reply was “Oul, madame, but you pay 
for What 4 not on ze hat.” 

And so it is with stage setting. The art 
lies In what is not on the stage. The teat 
ig in the ability to know how much should 
go into the discard and how much remain to 
be gambled with. 

Not many summers ago I took a fritnd to 
see a new play in Los Angeles that had 
been much advertised because of the “new 
stage setting.” Surely there was nothing 
left for the eye to desire, unless it were 
space and rest. In the second act especial- 
ly. | remember the stage was dressed with 
such a glory of articles as I have never be- 
held outside the art section of a large depart- 
ment store. As the curtain went down at 
the close of the act my friend clutched nie 
frantically and said, “I hadn't finisfied seeing 
all the things yet”"—although the act had 
lasted almost forty minutes.
